and Russia—Byrnes met with his 
top United Nations delegation to 
discuss the veto Issue and review 
American policy which agrees with 
that of the other powers In oppos- 
ing any basic change In the veto 
at this time, but calls for restraint 
by a greement where possible.

partment: 


Under 
a long-standing law all 


commissioned 
officers 
and 
ser- 


geants of the three top grades — 
master, staff and technical — are 
entitled 
to housing or money to 


pay for it, even when overseas. 


The Army has been sending over 


to them — when they requested It 
— their wives and children. It will 
continue to do when there's ship- 
ping to carry them and houses can 
be found fur them. 


But the men jn the four lowest 


grades— sergeant, 
corporal, 
first 


class private and 
private— don't 


come under the law. 


Which means; They're not en- 


titled under law to 
housing 
or 


money to pay for it. 


But the Army had been sending 


their families over, too, when they
